Turk Torpedo Hits 
Triumph Engaged 
in the Dardanelles 


Lost Vessel Injured 
Many Times in Pre- 
vious Attacks.

ALL OF CREW SAVED 


LONDON, May 26.—The British battie- 
ship Triumph has been sunk in the Dar- 
danelles. This officialannouncement wis 
made tonight. 

The disaster to the Triumph is described 
in @ brief statement by the admiralty 
which says that while operating in sup- 
{port of the Australian and New Zealand 
forces on the shore of the Gallipoli pen- 
insula yesterday the Triumph was tor- 
pedoed by a submarine and sank shortly 
afterwards. 

The majority of the officers and men, 
including the captain and commander, 
are reported to have been saved. The 
submarine was chased by destroyers and 
patrolling small craft until dark. 

Warship Built for Chile. 

The battleship Triumph was bullt at 
Barrow in 1902 for the Chilean govern- 
ment, but was purchased by Great Britain 
in 1903. It was laid down under the name 
of Libertad and was a sister ship of the 
Constitution, which also was purchased 
from Chile and rechristened Swiftsure. 

Since the present war started the Tri- 
umph has been in operation in both far 
eastern and HDurepean waters. As flag- 
ship of the British Asiatic squadron it 
participated in the bombardment of the 
German base of Tsing Tau, China, last 
October and was reported to have been 
damaged by the shell fire of the German 
forts.

BATTLE FRONT LONG ONE. 

The battle front, which is said to be. 
the longest ever maintained in Mexico, 
is between the railroad stations of Leon 
and Trinidad.

Villa's headquarters 
are here in Leon, with Aguascalientes 
as his base of operations. 

To the east, the first railroad pila 
held by Obregon is Trinidad, with Silao 
and Irapuato as his base. The railroad 
bisects Villa's firing line about six miles 
eastof Leon. A thousand yards beyond 
are the irrigation ditches occupied by the 
Carranzistas. 

For three weeks the contending forces 
have been maneuvering for positions in 
the valley, and there has hardly been a 
day in which there were not attacks at 
one part of the line or another. 

Gen. Felipe Angeles was sponsor for 
the defensive tactics which proved irk- 
some to the Villistas, who are accus- 
tomed to push the fighting. The tactics, 
however, succeeded in stepping Ob- 
regon’s advance into the Villa territory, 
and also elevated the morale of the Con- 
ventinnalist troops, which bad been 
rege jarred by the defeat at Ce- 

ya. 


VILLISTAS BEGIN ATTACK. 

On Saturday the Villistas took the 
aggressive.

‘Barly today it was reported that the 
Nebraskan was in effect an auxiliary ves- 
sel of the United States navy, having been 
chartered by the navy department to carry 
coal from Norfolk to San Diego. This re- 
port later proved to be incorrect. 

The navy department contracted with 
a coal company for the delivery of 5,000 
tons of coal in San Diego and the com- 
pany informed the department that it had 
chartered the Nebraskan to carry the 
consignment. The Nebraskan was to 
load at Norfolk and sail not later than 
June 4. 

The Nebraskan has not been chartered 
by the government since it was used 
with its sister ship, the Minnesotan, as a 
transport during the occupation of Vera 
Cruz. In the present trip it was leased 
by the White star line from the owners, 
the American Hawaiian Steamship com- 
peny. 


STORY OF THE ATTACK.

Flying Flag of America. 

_ The Nebraskan is reported to have been 
flying the American flag when it was at- 
tacked. In addition it, like all other for- 
eign vessels which have left Liverpool 
recently, had its name and nationality 
painted on the sides in huge letters. 

The steamer had no cargo on board, but 
was sailing in ballast from Liverpool to 
Delaware Breakwater, precluding any 
claim that it might have been carrying 
contraband of war to the allies. 

At the time the vessel was struck the 
sea was calm. The evening was clear and 
the hour of attack—between 8 and 9 
o'clock in the evening—is the bright twi- 
light hour in the British isles at this sea- 
son, indicating that an error could not be 
made in the identity of the ship. . 

These facts have combined to amaze the 
American officials here that an attack 
should be made under such conditions. 


Many Submarine Attacks. 
The German submarine campaign is 
continuing actively. Dispatches from 
Norway say the people of that country 
have been aroused by the sinking last 
week of the Norwegian steamer Minerva 
and the attempt to torpedo the _ Iris, 
which went to its assistance. 

The steamer Cromer, loaded with pas- 
sengers, had a narrow escape from be- 
ing torpedoed while bound for Rotterdam 
yesterday.

Italy, Sees Victory Won 
from Fate. 


BUDAPEST. May 26, via Amsterdam, 
May 27.—Count Stephan Tisza, the Hun- 
garian premier, today delivered a stirring 
speech before the chamber of deputies. 
He explained Austria-Hungary's position 
toward the Italian demands during the 
last four weeks, and received a tremen- 
dous ovation when he closed his perora- 
tion with the following declaration: 

“We conducted our negotiations with 
Italy in the belief that it would be im- 
possible for a state calling itself civilized, 


and which was allied to us, to attack us 


while we were at war; all the more 60, as 


we had offered her everything. 


Force Victory from Fate. 
“ We shall now, more than before, as- 
tonish the entire world with the spectacle 
of our power of action, virility, unity, and 


resolution. The Hungarian nation, united 


with all the peoples of the Austro-fun- 


garian monarchy and with our powerful 
ally, will wage this war to the last breath 
against all the devils of hell and force 
victory from fate.” 


Explaining the negotiations with Italy, 
Count Tisza said: 
“The latest speech of the Italian pre- 


mier, Sig. Salandra, contained three accu- 
sations. The first was that the ultimatum 
to Serbia upset the equilibrium of the 


Balkans. It is generally known that we 


gave a distinct declaration to all the great 
powers that we desired no territorial 
changes whatever. The assertion of the 
Italian premier, therefore, is a notorious 
untruth. 


Denies Balkan Alteration. 
“The second accusation was that we 


altered the spheres of influence in the 
Balkans. This assertion is somewhat in- 
comprehensible. As regards the Balkans 
we always took the standpoint that no 
Givision of the spheres of influence was 
possible. 


“Signor Salandra’s third accusation 


was that we violated the triple alliance 
treaty because we neglected to come to 
an agreement with Italy regarding our 
ultimatum to Serbia. The only mention 
of an antecedent agreement with Italy in 
the triple alliance treaty states specifi- 
cally that this was required only in the 
event of the alteration of the status quo 
in the Balkans.”

Wheat Drops to $1.50. 

Just before noon yesterday, when the 
wheat pit at the board of trade was ringed 
with excited and gesticulating men, with 
May wheat selling at $1.56 a bushel, there 
came word thet the American steamer 
Nebraskan hed been torpedoed by a Ger- 
man submarine. Instantly the screaming 
and the waving of arms redoubled and 
within a few minutes May wheat dropped 
6 cents to $1.50 a bushel. 
But that may be only a temporary set- 
back, for the figures show that since the 
war began the United States has shipped 
285,000,000 bushels of wheat to Europe. 
During the same period last year the 
were about 125,000,000 
bushels and the price—which has aver- 
aged perhaps $1.50 a bushel at shipboard 
since the war began—was much lower. To 
that huge sum may be added the receipts 
from 82,000,000 bushels of oats and 42,- 
000,000 bushels of corn, all of which have 
been sent abroad at big prices since the 
, war began. During the previous year the 
exports of corn were practically nothing, 
while perhaps 15,000,000 bushels of oats 
were sent abroad. 


Feeding Stricken Europe. 
Perhaps an even better idea of the great 
share of the United States in feeding the 
millions of war stricken Burope may be 
gathered from the fact that in the first 
nine months of war the exports of meat 
and dairy products from the United States 
increased by more than $25,000,000, a1- 
most all of it coming from the Chicago 
packing houses. The total value of pack- 
ing house products taken by the countries 
at war is upwards of $130,000,000. 
Incidentally it is said that the canned 
goode made directly for the governments 
at war are put up under specifications 
which call for higher quality than is 
found in the products prepared for con- 
sumption in the United States. 
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fustro-German Army Within

LONDON, May 26.—The official state-

Western Forts Under Fire. 
Siege batteries are sending great shells 
crashing against the western forts of 
Przemysil. Mackensen's main army is 
moving southward to attack the fortress 
fiom the rear, while the.right wing is 
pushing toward the- fortress from the 
south. Unless the Russians can bring up 
large quantities of ammunition and rein- 
forcements the capture of Przemysl is 
only a few days distant, it is predicted in 
Berlin. 

An official statement issued in Vienna 
says the number of prisoners taken by 
the Austrians in the last two daye has 
been increased to 25,000. 


Russians Deny Heavy Loss. 
PETROGRAD, May 26.—Although : 
man activity continues in central Galic 
on both sides of the San river, between 
Jarosiau and Przemysl, the Russians as- 
sert they have the situation well in hand. 


Cracow through Galicia, and also the 
parallel movement on the left side of the 
Vistula, which reached the Kielce and Ra- 
dom districts, have lost their impetus, and 
that the Russians are ready to take the 
initiative. 

In the district between Przemysl and the 
Dniester marshes the Russians already 
have begun a successful advance, captur- 
ing a number of small villages on the left 
bank of the Dniester. 

Russians Begin an Advance. 

On the Dolina-Kolomea front there has 
been a violent and prolonged artillery 
duel, without change in the positions of 
either side. 

The Russians estimate that more than 
7,000 prisoners have been taken between 
the Vistula and the Dniester in the last 
three days. , 


ARCHBISHOPS ISSUE CALL 
TO SERVICE FOR EMPIRE. 


British Prelates in Joint Pastoral 
Letter Assert Enemy Threatens 
Foundations of Civilization. 


LONDON, May 26.—The archbishops of 
Canterbury and York have issued the 
following joint pastoral letter, which is to 
be read in all churches June 6: 

“ After ten months of war we see more 
clearly than at first the greatness and 
severity of the ordeal which is putting the 
spirit of our nation tothe test. .. . 

“ The spirit arrayed against us threat- 
ens the very foundation of civilized order 
in Christendom. It wields an immense and 
ruthless power. It can only be decisively 
rolled back if we, for our part, concen- 
trate the whole strength of body, mind, 
and soul, which our nation and our em- 
pire holds. ... 

“We solemnly call on all members of 
the church and urge upon all fellow citi- 
zens to meet with glad and unstinted re- 
sponse whatever demands of service or 
sacrifice the government decides to make. 
The great war, righteously waged, calls 
out that spirit of willing sacrifice With a 
plainness and intensity which nothing can 
rival. On behalf of righteousness, and in 
our country’s cause, there is nothing too 
dear or too sacred to be offered. 

“God hasso taught us. Let us obey 
by what we give and by what we are. 
May His will be done!”

Holland Not to Protest to Ger- 
many Unless Other Neutrals 
Join in Expressing Horror. 


THE HAGUE, May 26.—There is no in- 
tention on the part of Holland to send a 
protest to Germany with reference to 
the sinking of the Lusitania by a German 
submarine, according to statements made 
today by highest officials here.

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U.S. EASY PREY OF 
INVADING FLEET

At Least Two Powers Could 
Best American Ships, 
Maneuvers Show. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., May 26.—[Special.]— 
That the naval defenses of the United 
States are inadequate to prevent the land- 
ing of an enemy bent on invasion by either 
the east or west coast is the conclusion 
reached by the strategists of the naval 
service as a result of the lessons taught 
in the war games in the Atlantic ended 
yesterday. 

These games demonsttated in theory 


two powers of Europe to best the present 
Atlantic fleet and land an army on Amer- 
fean sofl. 

It is the evinten of naval officials that 
both the speed and gun power of the At- 
lantic fleet, in the task that might at 
some time be assigned to it in protecting 
the United States from invasion, were 
put to the test in the recent war game. 


Red Fleet Too Speedy. 

By reason of superioz speed the Red 
or attacking fleet, which was in com- 
mand of Rear Admiral Beatty, eluded 
the Blue or dofending fleet, in command 
of Admiral Fletcher, and effected a land- 
ing in theory at the mouth of Chesapeake 
bay. Admiral Fletcher was decisively 
beaten. 

The Red fleet purposely was given a 
superiority in scout cruisers and battle- 
ships approximating just such a force as 
might in case of trouble be sent across 
the Atlantic. The defending fleet was 
beaten primarily because of the absence 
of scouts and battle cruisers. The Amer- 
ican navy has no such weapon of war as 
a battle cruiser and its three scout cruis- 
ers are out of date. 


Blue Fleet Outwitted. 
The commander of the Red fleet was 
desirous of effecting a landing on the 
New England coast He soon learned 
that scout ships of the Blue commander 
were mobilized in that region and that he 
could not establish a base with the 


He made a quick change of plans. First, 
destroying the scout ships of the defend- 
ers, he started southward. Weather con- 
ditions favored him. For three days Ad- 
miral Pietcher awaited the appearance 
of the Red fleet off the New Bngland 
coast. Becoming convinced that the en- 
emy was not off the north coast he started 
southward.

French Soldiers, Hardened to War Horrors, 
ignore Strife to Be Amused by Paris Gossip

PARIS, May 13.—I_ spent Sunday re- 
cently in a little village near Meaux, 
where a regiment from the front is quar- 
tered, resting up a bit before it has its 
ranks filled again to go back fo the line. 
And I talked to these hardened old fight- 
ers and heard—what do you suppose, 
tragedies of the front? Notatall! Come- 
dies! I simply couldn’t get the men to 
talk about the serious side of war. 

‘Do you think, mademoiselle,” they 
said to me, “ that now we are away from 
it all and in the company of a charming 
young lady that we are even going to 
think of serious things? 

“In the face of a full short skirt, a tilt- 
ed sailor hat, and those funny laced boots 
of mademoiselle—things every one of 
which means Paris and styles we didn’t 
even know existed—are we going to talk 
of death and wounds and noisy gune and 
mud? 

“No, we are going to learn about the 
plays in Paris and who sits under the 
awning of the Café de la Paix, and if the 
horse chestnuts are in bloom on the 
Champs Blysees, and what color dress 
our favorite actress is wearing when she 
goes out for tea In the afternoon.” 


Tells Them Gossip of Paris. 
So I told tham all I knew. How they 
laughed when I described the latest fad 
on the part of the stay-at-homes. It is 
the fashion of carrying a heavy cane and 
limping slightly, like the wounded. Alt 
the men who inhabit comfortable leather 
chairs in government buildings, and who 
none the less wear uniforms, have taken 
to these sticks, and it is impossible to tell 
them from the rea] wounded.

French Hospitals Bad. 

I have wished a thousand times the last 
few days that a little American efficiency, 
thoroughness, and comprehension of the 
aseptic principles of hospital care could 
be introduced into the French sanitary 
system. 

*he big hospitals in the city are all 
right—generally speaking. It is to the 
cities that the trained nurses and best 
doctors come, and also in the cities one is 
vil'ing to accept American or English 
help. 
But this fast week I have been visiting 
in the country fairly near the lines, and 
I have been through several of the worst 
managed, filthieet, disheartening hose 
$itals I can possibly imagine. 

Not far from Chalons my friend and I 
found an old convent turned into a hos- 
pital and we went up to the door asking 


| was an employé of my friend's husband 
and was said to be convalescing there. 
The sister we saw going through the 
hati said she didn’t know the name. We 
asked her to look through the list. There 
Was none, “but you can go through and 
look for yourself,’’ she said, although it 
was stated in the hall that visiting was 
allowed only from 2 to 4on Tuesday and 
Thursday and this was Friday. 


Tells of Hospital Conditions. 

We started wandering; ffom time to 
time we met nurses—sisters—their habits 
filthy with stains and grease and dirt. 
Our feet stuck to the floors, which looked 
as if they had never been washed. In 
the long corridors there were some of the 
sickest men I have ever seen; not only 
wounded and suffering, but they looked go 
sick, 80 pale, so emaciated, so wasted; and 
the ones in the rooms were eaten with 
fever; they tosted and screamed and 
groaned. 

Here in Paris the men are fairly com- 
fortable except for the local pain of the 
wound; they look comparatively healthy, 
not this horrible, worn, half starved, half 
burned with fever look. 

The beds were all of the old fashioned 
box mattress kind, happy hunting ground 
for millions of germs; the mattresées were 
covered with blood stains; so waé the 
floor, so were the eiderdowh coniforters 
over the beds. Most of the windows were 
shut, even though it was 4 comfortable 
spring day and the smell was indescrib- 
ebie. 


French Nurse a Mystery. 

The French trained nurse is a strange 
person possessed of a certificate and a 
sort of degree and no knowledge. The 
doctors here do not like women to have 
too much responsibility, and comsequently 
the training course is slight. 

There are women who have come into 
the American hospital at Neuilly whoare 
registered as trained nurses and who 
have to be taught the simplest things by 
the American auxiliaries. The doctors 
particularly dislike having women in the 
room during operations. They do not 
like to be assisted by women.

Ryndam’s Passengers Land- 
ed in New York from 
U. 8. Battleship. 


PRAISE FOR CREW. 


New York, May 26.—[ Special. }—The sea 
was fog enshrouded this morning when 
the Holland-Amerioa steamship Ryn- 
dam, bound from this port for Kirkwail 
and Rotterdam, groped its way off Nap- 
tucket lightship with a million dollar 
cargo, twenty-one cabin, thirty-four seo- 
ond cahin, and twenty-three steerage pis- 
sengers. 

Heading south acrose its course was the 
little Norwegian fruiter Joseph J. Cuneo, 
fiying light. The two ships came to- 
gether in the fog at 3:55 a. m., the sharp 
steel nose of the fruiter cutting a gay 
amidships on the port side of the liner. 

The shock aroused the whole ship’s com- 
pany. The Cuneo drew away when her 
commander saw the high side of the Ryn- 
dam looming close. The sea rushing into 
the rent sent the larger ship listing to 
port. Before this the wireless operator 
had begun sending out 8. O. S. appeals. 

Fleet Catches Call. 

The Atlantic fleet, maneuvering off New 
England, caught the measage. The Lou- 
isiana, flagship of the fourth division, or- 
dered ships to go full speed for the posi- 
tion of the Ryndam. It was a race for 
honor among the Louisiana, Kansas, 
South Carolina, ‘Texas, and Michigan. 

The South Carolina won, arriving along- 
side the Cuneo at 7:30 a. m., creating a 
new record for herself under forced 
draught. Her ecommander learned that 
the Ryndam was unlikely to founder, and 
that all her passengers and most of her 
crew had been taken aboard the Cuneo. 

Capt. R. L. Russel! of the South Car- 
olina, after a conference with Capt. Van 
Der Heave!l of the Ryndam, transferred 
the passengers and ciaty of the Ryndam’s 
cre-’ from the Cuneo to the battleship. 
Capt. Van Der Heuvel had found out by 
this time he could make port without risk- 
ing his ship and proceeded. The pumps 
kept the flood from rising in the damaged 
holds and the vessel reached Sandy Hook 
just before 9 o'clock tonight. The Texas 
and the South Carolina convoyed the 
liner to Ambrose Channel lightship, then 
the South Carolina brought the rescued 
passengers into the bay. They were 
landed later by a tug. 

The Ryndam was met off the lightship 
by tugs and a wrecking steamer. After 
taking a pilot aboard the Ryndam passed 
in the Hook and to anchorage. It will go 
into dry dock. ‘ 

Praise Skipper and Crew. 

Passengers give credit to the skipper, 
officers, and stewards of the Ryndam for 
maintaining order. Life belts were put 
on by most of the passengers. The Cuneo 
stood by the liner and the wireless oper- 
ators of both ships exchanged messages 
about their respective wounds.

KOLN, Germany. Sunday, May 6.—I 
suppose that to get any satisfaction out 
of writing this article I shall have to 
think of myself as writing a persona! let- 
ter to some anxious German in America, 
who loves the country of his birth and 
would like to have a little picture of how 
the fatherland looks in war time—all the 
little human details I can possibly pack 
into. ‘a- letter—street scenes, wayside 
glimpses, scraps of conversation, tokens 
of continued comfort or of growing dep- 
rivation, and the like. , 

Such a reader will believe me if for no 
other reason than that he wants to believe 
me. From some letters and clippings I 
have recently received from America } 
judge that other readers will not believe 
me, and it seems to me that they will not 
for no better reason than that they don’t 
want to. 


To Long Distance Critics. 

Wartime etiquette in neutral countries 
appears to consist in instantly denounc- 
ing a correspondent as a liar or a-bribe- 
taker—or both—if he does not write pre- 
cisely what sapient neutrals 3,000 miles 
away wish to read. 

As Iam unable, after visiting seventeen 
representativé Prussian cities, to write 
an article on ‘Germany, a House of 
Mourning from End to End,” or on “‘ Ger- 
many Begins to Feel the Pinch,’’ I sup- 


- pose I shall have to remain content with 


the status of ‘liar’ and “ bribetaker.’’ 

I am going to write about the gay 
etreets in the beautiful provincial cities, 
about the fat acres tilled right up to the 
ties of the railroad, about the crowded 
hotels and restaurants, about the thou- 
sands of soldiers streaming out of the 
country and the thousands left behind, 
about the troops and the bands that go 
swinging down the streets of Berlin with 
such vim that the pavement seems to un- 
dulate uncer them, and about the order 
and system and decorum that prevail 
from end to end of Prussia. 


Land of Coziness. 
Germany is still the land of coziness. 
The Germans who are not fighting Ger- 


many’s battles in the trenches are help- 
} ing in other ways, and are finding amuse- 
ment after the work is done in the long 
visits, the slow drinks, the good music, 
and the rational, quiet, inexpensive fun, 
such as they used to enjoy in peace times. 

The reason that I shall not be able to 
write of Germany as a “‘ house of mourn- 
ing from end to end” is that I shall set 
down only what I saw and what I saw 
was a people happy but thoughtful, anx- 
ious but not distrait, active but not fever- 
ish, confident but not braggart, conduct- 
ing themselves with decency in a time 
that is calculated to bring out every base 
Ettribute of poor human nature. 

My facts I collected during long rides 
by train and automobile and during visits 
extending from a few hours to many days 
| in these seventeen cities:

Even in shattered Allenstein and Neiden- 
burg, where bombardment and _ street 
isghting wrought dreadful havoc. the pop- 
ulation appeared to be not only well cared 
for by the military authorities, but also 
tc be doing a great deal in the way of 
taking care of itself. 


Few Ruins at Metz. 

In the remote outskirts of Metz a few 
shattered windows still tell the story of 
the splattering French attempts last sum- 
Micr, 

With these three exceptions—the two 
East Prussian border towns and the Lor- 
raine metropolis—all the places on my 
it.nerary were absolutely normal in ap- 
pearence and in spirit. 

“ Plac'a Germany ” was all one could 
Say as one rode along in train or motor 
car locking for the signs of a distressed 
spirit in this-much tried people. 

Except for the unusual number of wom- 
en and children at work in the fields and 
the sentries guarding br‘dges, viaducts, 
railway stations, and field fortifications, 
one car ride for scores of miles and find 
uo €vidence of changes wrought by war 
ie the rutine of life. 

The t:.mming of trees and hedges, the 
macadamizing of roads, and the draining 
of fields go methodically on. In some 
olaces t.ack elevation is in progress.

Endless Stream to Front. 

The sound of the bells died away as serv- 
ice began and the cheers of soldiers and 
villagers and children rose above the slow 
click of the car wheels. It was staggering 
and yet it was no exceptional sight. For 
more than eight months I have seen it 
going on—this endless, exultant release 
of men streaming toward the frontier. 

In peace time it was the twin towers of 
Kéln cathedral that first commanded the 
traveler's gaze as he drew near to the 
ancient capital of the Rhineland; now it 
is a yellow bellied captive balloon hang- 
ing 2,000 feet above the city that first 
catches his eyes. It is a sentinel balloon 
—ever on the watch for French or Eng- 
lish flyers. 

On Sunday the trains to K6ln are 
crowded with people faring from the 
surrounding towns for their holiday mak- 
ing in the capital. I saw spacious and 
beautiful municipal gardens full of happy 
men and women and children enjoying. 
themselves sedately. Their pleasures ap- 
péared to be inexpensive and rational. 

The roar of the ballyhoo and the rattle 
of the roller coaster were stilled, and 
some of the pleasures emphatically were 
those that contribute to the permanent 
culture of a nation. 


Sip Beer in Garden, 

In the afternoon thousands were sitting 
in the several restaurants and on thé 
terraces of the great white and gold beer 
hall of the Zodlogical garden. They were 
sipping beer and coffee, visiting, and 
listening to long programs of good music 
—Wagner, Bizet, Hindel, Rossini, Verdi, 
and half a dozen other composers of that 
rank, 

Each of the hundreds of tables in the 
hall bore a big bouquet of flowers and 
was spread with good linen. The service 
was rapid and civil, and the prices, while 
not low, were reasonable. 

At the bottom of the sheet giving the 
program of music the feeding time of 
the animals was listed—the pelicans at 
3:30, the sealions at 4, the chimpanzees at 
4:30, the bears, wolves, and hyenas at 
5:15, the eagles at 5:30, the lions, tigers, | 
and panthers at 6, and so on up to 6:50, | 
when the chimpanzees got another meal. 

The long driveways were full of red 
cheeked soldiers—evidently lads from the 
country—who beamed and stared and 


saluted, and got their fill of sight seeing

at the empire’s expense, and manifestly 
were wholly satisfied with life. 

The crowds downtown mostly amused 
themselves with promenading and gaz- 
ing. They gazed at the war maps in the 
shop windows and at the portraits of war 
celebrities and at the miniature German 
camp made out of chocolate in a confec- 
tioner’s window, which was universally 
pronounced a triumph of art and in- 
genuity, and they gazed most of all at 
each other. 


Cannon Bell Booms. 

And over all the gay Sunday scene the 
27 ton beil—the Kaiserglocke cast from 
captured French cannon of the war of 
'70—was booming. : 

Once in a while you get a glimpse of the 
glories of war, as when a one armed sol- 
dier came threading his way through the 
crowd, leading a blinded soldier. Then 
a murmur of pity ran over the people. 

They parted to make way for stricken 
ones, and women hurried ferward and 
slipped some oranges into the coat pock- 
ets of each of them. Men gave them 
cigarets. Sometimes little bareheaded 
girls from the flower shops passed. They 
bore great wreaths tied with streamers 
of the German colors. The people al- 
ways made way for these little girls. . 

More impressive than the vast number 
of soldiers in the streets of K6ln was the 
vaster number of young men not in uni- 
form. There were so many of them that 
one felt that Germany must as yet hardly 
have begun to tap herself for soldiers. 

Streams of Young Men. 

Toward 11 o'clock they came in a tor- 
rent down the narrow Hohestrasse, the 
State street of Kéln, from the million 
dollar municipal opera house, where “ La 
Bohéme"’ had been the Sunday night 
bill, or from the municipal theater, where 
they had seen Sudermann’s “ Honor,” or 
from the cinemas, where they had seen a 
picture play made from Augustus Thom- 
as’ “‘Arizona,’’ or Nat Goodwin in “Oliver 
Twist,” or scenes from a picture play 
illustrating the life of Bismarck. 

The sight of these throngs of young 
men not in uniform convinced me that 
Germany has enormous reserves still to 
draw upon, and the presence of so many 
soldiers in the holiday crowd convinced 
me that she is not even using all the men 
she already has under arms. 

It stands to reason that if the situation 
were the least bit desperate on efther 
front these new levies would be rushed to

One sunny morning I sat a long time on 
a bench in the little square of the Dom- 
Kloster, the spot which affords the finest 
view of the cathedral spires.

The busy town was going about its 
Monday morning tasks, but as one gazed 
aloft at the serene towers a silence 
seemed to be superimposed above the hum 
of traffic, a vast silence. ;

was occupied. There were two men with 
minor wounds which, the doctor did not 
think deserving of immediate treatment. 

I was surprised when Solomon and the 
doctor drove their horses up the side of 
the ditch and on across the field and be- 
yond. A quarter of a mile further was a 
one story farm house and a large yard 
fenced with stones. The house was fu!! 
of wounded. They were lying on the 
earth floor. Down the road leading to it 
from the south ambulances were bearing 
more. 


Reserves Await Battle. 

In the yard was a well, about whicha 
company of unarmed soldiers were lying 
on the ground. These are the men who 
wait to take the places of dead men and 
their guns. 

This was as far as I had expected they 
would allow me to accompany them, but 
after cleansing and binding the wounds 
of the men in the house the doctor said 
he would go closer to the line. Solomon 
gave mea Red Cross band for my left arm, 
in addition to the green ribbon which 
was the Villista insignia of the day. 

We started down the side of the road 
leading south across the valley and on 
a line converging with the battle front. 
Litter bearers and limping soldiers filled 
the road. A mile and a half sputh the 
road met another at right angles and ata 
point not five hundred feet from the first 
trenches. 


Gonzalez’s Field Headquarters. 

It was the field headquarters of Gen. 
Gonzales, whom the soldiers cali ‘‘ Gon- 
zalitos"’ on account of his youth and 
small stature. A cactus plant not ten 
feet in height was the only thing that re- 
sembled shelter within half a mile behind 
the first trench. A field telephone was 
attached to this plant. 

Gonzalez was redirecting an order over 
the instrument when we galloped up. 
Around the cactus the ground was cov- 
ered with wounded. There must have 
been fifty men who had been carried from 
the trenches to this exposed spot. The 
lack of shelter was not appreciated at 
that time while only rifle fire was being 
directed toward the trench, but later 
when the Carranzistas began shelling the 
position it was fully realized. 


Helps Bandage Wounded. 

Solomon and the doctor started imme- 
diately with bandages and antiseptics. 
I assisted where I could, just for the pur- 
pose of having something to do. It was 
hardly the place to stop and take delib- 
erate observations. This participation 
and the red cross on my arm caused un- 
attended wounded to call on me. I had 
observed the doctor and Solomon long 
enough to learn that peroxide, iodine, and 
a bandage twas the one and: only treat- 
ment administered, so with two bottles 
and a dozen bandages I started in on 
those lying in the doubtful protection of | 
the cactus plant. ‘

years old. A bullet had torn the flesh on 
the inner side of his left arm and grazed 
his shoulder, another had passed through 
the left side of the neck, the blood had 
dried on the wound, and the shirt was 
stocking to the skin. 


The only pain he seemed to experience |. 


was when I pulled the shirt off. He 
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from the ditch no one could tell that it | 


winced at the first burn of the iodine, but 
seemed otherwise fit when he stood up 
with two Dandages, which I had ama- 
teurishly applied, stripping the torn rem- 
nants of his shirt from his waist. He 
picked up his gun and went back toward 
the line. 


One Victim of Battle. 

Four soidiers, with a bianket suspended 
from their guns, stepped over the wound- 
ed and lowered an inert bundie Leside 
me. One look at the man in the bianket 
cautioned me to point to the doctor and 
to Solomon. To me it looked as if half 
of the man’s face had been shot off. He 
was alive, but I doubt if he remained so 
long. I thought it best to confine my 
attention to holes through the fleshy parts 
of limbs. While moving, and without 
moving many feet from where I had 
started, I had disposed of almost half of 
my second dozen of bandages when the 
Carranzista artillery opened up on the 
trenches in front of us. Their range was 
long for the trenches, but bad with re- 
spect to our position, The first shell burst 
100 feet in front of us. 

I must confess that without exeuse | 
dropped to the ground behind the cactus, 
which would have given as much protec- 
tion as so much pith. Around me I saw 
every man bend his knees and either drop 
flat on the ground or to his hands and 
knees. Even those wounded who were 
writhing in pain ceased their groans and 
tried to crouch. 

A piece of a shell then tore the hind 
leg off a pach mule standing fifty paces 
behind us and stampeded the horses. The 
doctor's assistant lost his horse in the 
stampede. I finished the rest of my 
bandages in haste. | 

I felt sorry for the wounded remaining 
unattended, but will: have to admit that 
the doctor's announcement that he had 
expended his store of bandages was a 
welcome one to me. 

We departed down the road we had 
come. I could not help observing that 
push my huise aS 1 wewma, | couid net 
pass either Solomon or the doctor. We 
heard the song of the shell particles three 
times before we reached the hacienda 
where we had left the first wounded. We 
waited there for the doctor's “ assist- 
ente,”” who, on account of losing his 
horse, had to cross that field on foot. 


Ammunition Auto to Front. 

There were two automobiles in the farm 
yard. They were carrying ammunition 
to the center of the line. Against the 
doctor’s advice the driver of the first ma- 
chine started out across the open road we 
had traversed. 

Half a mile south we saw a streak of 
dust rise from the roadside as a shell 
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particle struck the ground not far from | 
him. He swung his machine to the right 
and took to the plowed fleld. The car 
was bounding from one furrow to another 
as the driver sent it across the field at full 
speed. 

We saw him reach the rise of the irriga- 
tion ditch, struggle with his brakes on the 
brink of it, and then plunge out of sight. 
It was the trench in which we had seen 
the cavalry waiting earlier in the morn- 
ing. : 

Mad Cavalry Attack Made. 

As if the plunge of the automobile had 
been the signal—which, of course, it was 
not—a line of horsemen three miles long 
climbed out of the trench and in fairly 
straight formation started a mad gallop 
across the fleld. 

As the galloping line neared the 
hacienda a gap formed in the center so 
that it passed on both sides of us. The 
dust clouds brought shells from Car- 
ranzistas. A dozen of them burst over 
the line, tearing gaps in it at places. | 

The advance continued and the line ap- 
peared to reach the shelter of the next 
irrigation ditch without great loss. The 
doctor sald that the rush had been made 
so suddenly the batteries on the red hill 
did not have time to get the range of the 
entire line.

THE NEW BRITISH GOVERNMENT. 

In British government and party circles there can 
be no blindness to the needs of the empire. There 
may be apathy elsewhere but the responsible author- 
ities are alive and have their eyes open. The 
remarkable shift in government proves that. The 
Liberal party as one of internal improvement bit- 
terly opposing and opposed by the conservatives of 
the Unionist party has ceased, temporarily, to exist, 
éven as the Unionist party as one of criticism, 
obstruction, and destruction no longer stands. 

War might be expected to suspend internal policies 
and allay partisan hostilities, but in the coalescing 
of parties there is a fundamental change. The 
restoration of peace gradually would restore ante- 
bellum conditions, but when John Redmond, for 
the Irish Nationalists, a man who has heartily sup- 
ported the British participation in the war, declines 
to accept a place in the coalition government, it 
indicates that there is fear of domestic issues being 
sadly lost for a long time in the entente brought 
about by national exigency. 


AGAINST COMMERCIALIZED VICE. 

The abolition of vice segregation bas the ap-. 
proval of the community and Chicago is not likely 
soon to see the return of a “ red light district.” It 
is true that segregation did not segregate, yet 
abolition of protected districts, it was feared, in 
some degree might tend to spread the evil. 
Whether this is true or not the efforts of organiza- 
tions like the Law and Order league and the Gom- 
mittee of Fifteen to restrict commercialized im- 
morality should be aided by passage of the in- 
junction and abatement bill, which has passed the 
senate and been approved by the judiciary commit- 
tee of the house, | 

This measure is like the Iowa law, which has 
worked well in our neighbor state, and it has the 
indorsement of the Apartment Building association, 
Chicago Church Federation council, Association of 
Commerce, and a formidable list of organizations. 
Its purpose is to strengthen the laws so as to allow 
a more effective prosecution of owners of prop- 
erty willfully used for immoral purposes, to enable 
owners to get rid of undesirable tenants and to 
punish keepers of resorts. 4 

Vice conditions are giving way before intelligent 
attack, and it is to be hoped the legislature will do 
its part. 


FAIR PASSENGER RATES. 

Our western state legislatures have made a hope- 
less muddle of the railroads’ demands for increased 
passenger fares, because legislative bodies cannot 
intelligently decide administrative questions. Only 
investigation and study can settle the reasonable- 
ness or unreasonableness of the advances asked for. 
It is proper for the legislatures to say that the 
railroads shall be regulated, but experts must do 
the actual regulating. 

After perfunctory audiences, the legislatures of 
the various states, without any reliable or accepted 
figures, have stifled the railroads’ demands in com- 
mittee or on the floor. Lllinois, Wisconsin, Iowa, 
Minnesota, Nebraska, North and South Dakota, and 
Michigan have provided regulating commissions and 
the legislatures themselves have ample powers of 
investigation, yet not in a single instance have the 
questions been referred to a responsible agent. 

Indications are that the passanger business is 
not bearing its fair share of the costs and that 
the Illinois manufacturer is right in asserting that 
the shippers have been bearing an extra burden. 
Density of population makes passenger traffic and 
it follows that the heavier the traffic the lighter 
the cost per unit of transportation. Lllinois, with 
a population of 491 per mile of railroad, subscribes 
lower tariffs than eight eastern states with a pop- 
ulation of 1,086 per mile. The interstate com- 
merce commission recently allowed the eastern 
carriers an increase to 2% cents per mile, and the 
Supreme court of Pennsylvania, considering a pop- 
nilation of 704 per mile, held the 2 cent law con- 

' figcatory. 

Figures compiled by the Pennsylvania lines east 
of Pittsburgh reflect the operating results of all 
stee) trains, daylight |imiteds, monumental tem 
minals, and the competitive conditions of the pas- 
senger business, In 1903, 56 per cent of the dollar 
earned by passenger traffic went to pay passenger 
operating expenses. In 1910 it had swollen to 9 
per cent, and in 1912 to 98 per cent. The freight 
ratio in the same period stood steady at 70 per cent.

THE CHILD LABOR AND THE 
BOXING BILLS. 


To protect the youth of the commonwealth from 
contaminating influences the Illinois house of repre- 
sentatives defeated the bill which would have per- 
mitted supervised boxing exhibitions On the same 
day the same legislative body so mangled and mal- 
treated the child labor bill that the men and women 
who have worked all winter to obtain this safeguard 
for youth are in despair afd say that the present 
law is better than the bill now pending, as amended, 
in the house. 

The malignant hypocrisy of a legislature which 
seeks to acquire merit by a parade of virtue where 
no material interests are involved and then sneaks 
under cover to make a real attack dpon the youth 
of the state most in need of protection was never 
better revealed. And supersensitive persons who 
cried out upon the boring bill as an instrument of 
viciousness never said a word for the bill which 
was intended to increase the average chance for 
children to grow up physically, morally, and intel- 
lectually sound. 

Youth must have protection against supervised and 
regulated boxing but childhood need not have suffi- 
cient protection against unsupervised and wareg- 
ulated work. 


COLORADO AND THE ROCKEFELLERS 
The impression one gets from reports of the pro- 
ceedings of the industrial commission now hearing 
Rockefeller agents and young Rockefeller himself is 
that the governing thought behind the management 
of the mine properties in Colorado was one calcu- 
lated irresistibly to lead to labor revolt. When the 
doctrine of the proprietors and their agents is at 
its best it represents a dominating paternalism almost 
insolent in its denial of individual freedom of action. 
Even if this form of proprietary control produced 
for a time the best material results for the workers 
it inevitably in the end would force them into rebel- 
jlion, and any person who has had any human expe- 
rience in this respect knows it. 

At its worst the doctrine is one of uncompromising 
application of force to determine all questions In 
argument. It is Olympian in its assurance that 
there can be no two sides to a question involving 
capital and labor, no consideration given such a 
question, and no argument over it. 

Even if wrong the proprietary control must be 
final and resistance to it must be put down instantly 
and completely. When such a doctrine is put in 
the hands of such agents as have testified for the 
proprietors a condition of war is bound to result. 
The impression that such has been the case In 
Colorado results entirely from the statements of the 
agents and proprietors themselves. 


A REMARKABLE MILLIONAIRE. 

We should like to chisel out a niche in the Hall 
of Fame for the remarkable Rankin Clemmons, re- 
cently deceased, of near South Elkhorn, Ky. 
Col. Clemmons lived for ninety years, made his 
million diligently collecting farm rentals, and saved 
it by going ‘barefooted, eating bacon and corn 
bread, sidestepping doctor bills, and reading other 
men’s newspapers. His day began at 4 o'clock 
and ended at 8 o'clock, when oil burning time came. 
During all the ninety years the colonel—sensible 
millionaire that he was—never soliloquized on life, 
success, ambition, war, peace, politics, or the fourth 
dimension. 

“How would you advise people to live so that 
they could all be hale and hearty for eighty-nine 
years,” purred the deathbed reporter. 

“ Advice to the coming generation? Why, m 
own children would never accept my advice. Any- 
way people are born weak and strong, you know. 
What is good for me might not be good for any 
one else.” :

A MERCHANT MARINE. 
{From the Washington Post.) 

The business men of the country will have an 
excellent opportunity to express themselves with 
reference to the different proposals for the estab- 
lishment of a merchant marine as a result of the 
referendum that has been put under way by the 
chamber of commerce of the United States. 

As the chamber includes 600 local chambers of 
commerce and boards of trade, representing in all 
about 300,000 business men, the poll should fur- 
nish an excellent test of business sentiment. 

Members of the various trade bodies are to be 
asked whether they favor the government under- 
taking the purchase, construction, or charter of 
vessels for mercantile purposes. together with the 
operation of such vessels. This was the proposi- 
tion that failed at the last session of congress. 

A substitute proposition is for the ownership 
of merchant vessels by the government, but with 
operation by private parties under leases. There 
is a third plan providing for subsidies from the 
government sufficient to offset the difference in 
cost between operation of vessels under the Amer- 
ican flag and operation in the same deep sea 
trades under foreign flags. The fifth and final 
plan upon which the business men of the country 
are asked to pass is for subventions from the 
government to establish regular mail and freight 
lines under the American flag to countries in 
which the commercial interests of the ‘United 
States are important and to American dependen- 
cies. : 

‘In view of the fact that nearly all plans which 
have been discussed in the past score of years are 
included in the referendum, the result of the poll 
should furnish an excellent index by which the 
business sentiment of the country ean be judged. 
The test is especially valuable since it is being 
taken at a time when it will be possible to pre- 
pare a report in plenty of time to attract attention 
at the next session of congress,

ANY of the admirers of Queen 

Elizabeth of Beigium have won- 

dered how she could feel toward 

the members of the reigning fam- 

ily of Bavaria, to which she be- 

longs by birth, and to the people of that 

kingdom among whom she was reared 
and lived until her marriage. 

It seems that the other day Pierre 
Loti, the French academician and naval 
officer, during an audience which she had 
accorded to him, and in the course of a 
discussion of the ruin and devastation to 
which Belgium had been subjected by the 
German army, alluded to the story that 
the Bavarian soldiers in Belgium had pro- 
tested against the indignities which the 
Prussians heaped upon a princess of their 
reigning house. 

But the queen, who is not only a heroine 
but also a little woman of the most de- 
termined character, at once stopped 
loti with an exclamation to the ef- 
fect that everything was at an end 
between herseif, her Bavarian rela- 
tives, and the Bavarian people, declaring 
that a “curtain of steel’ had descended 
for all time between them and her, shut- 
ting them off not only from every inter- 
course with her but even from her very 
sight, for all time, emphasizing this re- 
mark with a gesture that added to the 
finality of her decision.

It was that which commended him in 
80 very marked a degree to the favor and 
good will of Queen Victoria, and i 
to that of al! the royal family.

Another British peer who has lost the 
next heir to his honors during the war is 
the unmarried Marquis of Northampton, 
whose only brother, Lord Spencer Douglas 
Compton, an officer of the Roya! Horse 
Guards, figures among the latest list of 
those killed while fighting the Germans 
in France. 

The next heir to the Marquisate of 
Northampton, and to the other peerages 
and extensive estates belonging thereto, 
is young Edward R. F. Compton, a sub- 
altern of the Second Dragoons, now serv- 
ing in France, and son of the late Lord 
Alwyne Compton, who Was so frequent a 
visitor to the United States and Canada. 

Lady Alwyne Covipton, who still sur- 
vives, has recently come Into a large for- 
tune through the death of her father, the 
late Robert C. de Grey Vyner of racing 
celebrity, and a particularly fine exam- 
ple of the old-fashioned English county 
magnate and untitled blue blooded aris- 
tocracy.

Lord Northampton himself has been 
badly wounded while serving in France as 
a captain of the Royal Horse Guards. 
His accession to the family honors was 
signalized by his appearance as defendant 
in a breach of promise case brought by 
Violet Moss, a musical comedy actress of 
the Gaiety theater in London. He, hows 
ever, compromised the case for a large 
sum of money, so that it never came up 
for tria!. 

He owes much of his great wealth to 
his mother, the late marchioness having 
been the only daughter and heiress of the 
second Lord Ashburton, who in his day 
was one of the principal partners of the 
house of Baring and the negotiator of the 
so-called Ashburton treaty between 
Great Britain and the United States. 

It is through her that Lord Northamp- 
ton owns much real estate in the Clerken- 
well and Islington districts of London, 
which is increasing in value al! the time. 
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Lord Northampton also owns Canon- 
bury tower, one of the most interesting 
relics of suburban London, which was 
written about in a very entertaining fash- 
ion by Washington Irving. It formed 
part of a mansion built in the twelfth cen- 
tury. In the thirteenth, fourteenth, and 
fifteenth centuries it was used for rel!- 
gious purposes as a priory and shared 
the fate of most of the establishments of 
that kind in the reign of Henry VIII., 
who presented it to Thomas, Lord Crom- 
well, his gentleman ia waiting. 

It was rented for a time to Sir Nicho- 
las Bacon and then passed into the pos- 
session of Sir John Spencer, lord mayor 
of London. 


~~ 

Sir John's only daughter and heiress, 
Elizabeth, fell in love with WI!] Compton. 
He was so notorious a scapegrace that 
the lord mayor objected to his euit and 
forbade him the house. In nowlse dis 
couraged, Will Compton disguised himself 
as a baker’s apprentice, carried off his 
sweetheart in a baker’s bagRet on his 
shoulders, and married her before her 
father had time to interfere. 

Sir John began by disinheriting his 
daughter, but was induced by Queen 
Elizabeth to become reconciled to her, 
and, when he died, left her his immense 
fortune, which was estimated at $5,000,- 
000, a colossal sum in those days. 

The amount seemed to turn the head 
of his son-in-law, for he indulged in such 
insane extravagance that his wife ob- 
tained his incarceration for a few months 
in the tower of London until he had re- 
covered his mental balance.

Springfield, Tl., May 26.—[ Special. ]J— 
State, congressional, _ legislative, and 
county primary nominations will be made 
in September. The presidential prefer- 
ence primary will be held on the first Tues- 
day in April, coincident with the town- 
ship elections downstate and with the 
municipal elections in Chicago and other 
cities which elect aldermen on the first 
Tuesday in April. Delegates to national 
conventions will be elected directly by 
congressional! districts. 

Agreement to these three fundamentals 
was reached today in the house subcom- 
mittee on elections and the prospect is said 
to be good that this will be the view of the 
full committee, with an excellent chance 
that the composite bill now in prepara- 
tion will be passed. 


State and Local Oa]! Primary. 

All of the major political interests, rep- 
resenting all parties and factions, indicat- 
ed a desire for a call primary for state and 
local nominations. 

Consolidation of the presidential prefer- 
ence primary with the township elections 
met a certain opposition. Some of this 
came from Chicago, where fear was ex- 
pressed that it would come along coinct-

$1,040,000 for First Sky- 
scraper in World. 


“CONSTRUCTED IN 1888. 


The Tacoma building, at the northeast 
corner of Madison and La Salle streets, 
the first skyscraper erected in Chicago, 
and which also has the unique distinction 
of being the first steel skeleton construc- 
tion building to be erected in thie coun- 
try, has been purchased by the Univer- 
#ity of Chicago from James R. Walker 
for $1,040,000, the deal being closed yes- 
terday. The purchase was made as an 
investment by the university, which is 
the owner of several other valuable 
pieces of downtown property. 

The building, which is thirteen stories 
and basement high, occupies a lot having 
@ frontage of 101 feet on Madison street 
~ and 80 feet on La Salle street, and at the 
time of its construction, in 1888, was 
looked upon as a wonder in a building 
way. The first story of the building is 
used for stores and the upper floors for 
offices, many of which have been occupied 
continuously by the same tenants since 
the completion of the building. 


$128.71 a Square Foot. 
_ Not taking the building into considera- 
tion, the sale was at the rate of $128.71 
a square foot, and $10,207 a front foot for 
the Madison street frontage and $13,000 
for the La Salle street frontage. The 
board of review valued the property at 
$1,086,172, of which $200,000 is in the build- 
ing. 

The sale was subject to a mortgage of 
24108,000 held by the Scottish Provident 
institution of London, made in 1808 for 
fifteen years at 4 per cent interest. It 
was renewed in 1915 for a term of ten 
years, with prepayment privileges, at 4% 
per cent. It is stated that an offer of 
$1,360,000 was offered and refused for 
the property within the last few years. 
The sale was negotiated by Albert L. 
, Strauas, the university being represented 
in the transaction by Wallace Heckman, 
its counsel and business manager. 

This property, together with the prop- 
erty at the southwest corner of Van Bu- 
ren street and Wabash avenue and at the 
southeast corner of Harrison and Dear- 
born streets, was until recently owned in 
undivided half interests by James R. 
Walker and the Wirt Walker estate. A 
division of these interests was recently 
made, whereby James R. Walker took 
over the Tacoma building in settlement 
for his interest in the two other proper- 
ties. 

Purchase Called Good One. 

The purchase is looked upon as an ex- 
ceedingly good one for the university, 
which, it will be recalled, owns the oppo- 
site corner at the northwest corner of 
Madison and La Salle streets, now a part 
of the site of the Hotel La Saile, under 
a long term lease on the basis of a valua- 
tion of $142 a square foot on a 4 per cent 
capitalized basis. 

As indicated before, the building has a 
most interesting history. It was designed 
by Holabird & Roche, and the announce- 
ment of the plans of the owner aroused a 
great deal of interest, and the laying of 
the corner stone was an important event 
in the history/of the city. 

In the present transaction Noble B. 
Judah of Judah, Willard, Wolf & Reich- 
man and Charles L. Allen of Herrick, 
Allien & Martin attended to the lega! de- 
tails. A. G. Hines, who has been the 
agent of the building since its erection, 
will continue in charge, under the direc- 
tion of the new owners.

NELSON BRAINARD FASSETT, the 
oldest alumnus of the University of Mich- 
igan living in Chicago, and a noted in- 
ventor, died yesterday at 6051 Ellis ave- 
nue at the age of 82. He was born at 
Enosburg, Vt., March 1, 1833. He was 
graduaied from the Uriversity of Michi- 
gan in 1864, and entered the practice of 
law at Adrian, Mich. Later he was ad- 
mitted to the bar in St. Louis. His inter- 
est in inventions gradually weaned him 
from the law, and finally he abandoned 
his practice entirely. Among his inven- 
tions were a twine binder for use on har- 
vesters, a riding support for bicycles, a 
link belt coupling, and the chain linking 
machine which did away with the hand 
method of joining the links. In 1882 he 
moved to Moline, Ill., where he was iden- 
tifled with the Moline Malfeable Irom com- 
pany. He came to Chicago in 1892. One 
daughter, Miss Eunice Louise Fassett,

Probable Demands of Doctors.

That every dog owner be compelled 
to register his animal, the penalty for 
nonregistration being the prompt 
killing of the dog. 

That the city charge a registration 
fee high enough to pay for an exami- 
nation by a veterinary before the 
license is issued. 

That a year around muzziing or- 
dinance be passed and enforced. 

One of the speakers—Dr. John A. Rob- 
ison, president of the estate board of 
health—even urged that the muzzling rule 
‘be extended to cats. 

“Sentiment has interfered with most 

of our protective measures against ra- 
bies,” said Dr. C. E. Hemenway. “ We 
must get the codperation and not the an- 
‘tagonism of the dog owners. 
_ « There have been many needless deaths 
‘from rabies in Cook county. The health 
department is not as active against stray 
dogs as under a former administration. 
No child in Illinois can today go on the 
street without the possible danger of be- 
ing infected with this dire disease.” 


North Shore Epidemic. 

In referring to rabies on the north shore 
Dr. Campbell told his hearers that the 
suburbs up to and including Highland 
Park have experienced as many cases 
since last October as they did in the five 
years preceding that time. 

“ We have no means of knowing wheth- 
er or not the rabies cases in Chicago are 
increasing,”” he said, “ but I should think 
‘it safe to say that we have about 1,700 
| cases yearly, of which not more than half 
are seen by the veterinarians. The muz- 
zled dog is more civilized. Dog owners 
know that. It is my experience that nine 
times as many unmuzzied dogs are in- 
jured by automobiles as of those that 
wear muzzies. The muzzled dogs don't 
snoop around.” 

That rabies is not a summer disease 
was confirmed by Dr. Antonio Laegorio 
of the Chicago Pasteur institute. Heat, 
he said, is not favorable to the develop- 
ment of hydrophodia, while the cool 
weather of late fall and early spring en- 
courages it. 

Several speakers referred to an inves- 
tigation now under way of a serum with 
which dogs may be made immune from 
hydrophobia at one injection. —

HENRY FORD STOPS SUIT | 
OF CHICAGO ARCHITECTS. 


Detroit Auto Maker’s Petition 
Holds Up Prosecution of Case In- 
volving $52,000 Fees. 


Detroit, Mich, May 26.—[Special.]— 
Henry Ford’s gatekeeper at his Dearborn 
residence will live in a lodge to be built 
at an estimated cost of §33,210. Mr. 
Ford's garage will cost over $60,000, his 
boathouse, $57,000; greenhouse, $21,000; 
and lawn sprinklers, $1,600. 

Such are figures given by Herman V. 
Vonholt and James L. Fyfe, Chicago 
architects, who designed the estate and 
superintended the work on it until Febru- 
ary, 1914, when Ford discharged them 
Last November they brought euit against 
the Detroit automobile manufacturer for 
$44,000 as fees for their work, based on 4 
per cent of the total cost of the estate, 
which they estimated at $887,885, and an 
additiona)] sum of $8,000 for office work.
